THE HOME OF THE ESTEY ORGAN 
COMPANY. 


<n ame — 


A Baral Town With Many Historical Reminiscences 
~The Home of Fisk,the Great Financier-— The 
Bsteys, What They Are,.What Thy 
Do, and all About Them. 


Bratr_enoro, Vr., Nov. 30.—Leaving Bos 
ton at 8:30, it is a delightful run up here 
to this thriving little city of the mountains, 
and being only four hours, or a little less, by 
rail from the eastern metropolis,itis no wonder 

at a stranger often finds himself ona jaunt 

her. The Fitchburg railroad is one of the 
iat equipped in Massachusetts, and running, 
Ss it does, through the celebrated Hoosac tun- 
nel, it has become very popular. While there 
is nothing particularly interesting about the 
Hoosac tunnel, save that it is the largest in 
the world, I wanted to say I had been through 
its nine miles of darkness as a point worth 
remembering. Returning from North Adams, 
on the opposite or New York side of the tun- 
nel, I changed cars at Miller's falls for Brat- 
tleboro, twenty miles distant on a branch of 
the Vermont Central. Before proceeding 
further, however, let me say that the 
Hoosac tunnel cost about fifteen million dol. 
lars, is an elephant on the state, and while it 
may be one of the demands of modern neces- 
sity, it bas never paid running expenses. It 
was a stupendous feat of engineering, how- 
ever, and as such will rank among the great 
wonders of the world. 

Brattleboro is a pretty little city of some 
6,000 souls, situated in the southern part of 
the state, on the Connecticut river, and is 
quite a manufacturing center, this latter be- 
ing its chief source of business, though there 
is a considerable farming interest in this sec- 
tion of Vermont, and of which Brattleboro 
gets the lion’s share. Stock raising and dairy 
farming form the principal way by which the 
country people earn a livelihood, though 
sweet gorn, potatoes and fruit are raised on 
the richer river valleys. At best, all through 
this section the soil is poor enough, and hay 
ng once been visited by the glacial period, what 
il there is here is all made, and it takes the 
1ighest intensive mode of fertilizing to bring 
anything like good results. Twenty-five years 
go this was the most noted inland resort of 
ew England, owing to the great water-cure 
stublishments run here, and people came 
rom everywhere to get benefited by the treat: 
Fent. Probably the most notable character 
‘ho ever called Brattleboro his home was Jim 
Fisk, Jr... whom Ned Stokes shot and killed 
in New York. Fisk’s father still lives here. 
and sat opposite me today at the Brooks 
house during the dinner hour. , His wayward 
gon is buried here. Itis said that years ago 
while young Fisk was here on a visit, he was 
approached by some young ladies who solici- 
ted a contribution from him to build a fence 
around the cemetery where he now lies. He 
jokingly told them that a cemetery was a use- 
less place, for those who were already there 
could not get out, while those who were out 
had no earthly desire to get in. Soon after this 
his gilded casket was laid away accompanied 

by those same girls to its resting place. 

This was also the home of Wm. Hunt, the 
celebrated artist who svicided some months 
ago. Hooker, the present sergeant-at-arms at 
Washington, lives here. Brattleboro is also 
the home of General Phelps, who read the 
emancipation proclamation from Ship Island 
while Ben. Butler was at New Orleans, and 
which Abraham Lincoln afterwards annulled. 
Daniel Webstex used to make this a favorite 
resort, and sc me of his most tamous speeches 
were given birth while visiting here. It ji 
said that Webster prepared his great speech 
with Haéynes in the Un ted States senate on 
the nutlification act in Brattleboro, and the 
souse still stands where he used tostop. All 

eSe points, with many others, make the lit- 
le city an interesting spot to tourisis, and the 
ume Hviels, so well kept, testify thet the place 
is holding its own. 

But aside from these historical points, Brat- 
tleboro has obtained its greatest fame from 
being the city containing the largest organ 
factory in the world, and wherever language 
is spoken, im every country on the globe, the 
name of Brattleboro, Vermont, is known. 
The semi-barbaric people of Greenland and 
Iceland have had organs from Brattleboro, 
while Africa, South America, the Sandwich 
Islands, all of Asia, India and Liberia, have 
heard music from the same instruments. In- 
deed, it is not possible to mention any coun- 
try where Brattieboro’s name has not been 
known. It isstrictly an organ city, and here 
music is turned out for the swell wealth of 
Mew York as well asfor the Zulus of South 
Africa. The Chinese and Japanese, with their 
almond-eyed faces, peer at the keys of Brat- 
tleboro organs with as much curiosity as the 
fried-egz-eyed negro on a Georgia plantation. 
And so the humbiest people all over Amer- 
ica have heard the same music which the 
sultan of ‘Turkey has served up to the wives 
of his harem. Truly, there is no limit to the 
fame of Brattleboro, and to think that so 
email a thing as the little brass reed of an 
organ isthe basis of it all wonderful in- 
deed. Yes, practically, a little piece of brass, 
varying from one to two or three inches in 
length, and in the thinnest part, often not 
more than two or three one-thousandths of 
an inch in thickness, is the basis of one of 
the preatest industries on t!

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reeds. This was something long needed, but 
no one could study it out until Mr. Fuller 
solved the mystery, and can now measure the 
thickness of anything not over one thousandth 
of an inch thick. An ordinary organ reed in 
one part is about 4-1000 of an inch thick, this 
being the standard as marked out by Mr. 
Fuller. There is no part of the manufacture 
of organs one-half so interesting as the mak- 
ing of these reeds. The machinery is ex- 
tremely delicate, and mos' of it invented by 
Mr. Fuller or the Esteys. Itis this fine ma- 
chinery which gives the Estey organ such 
perfect tones, such as are to be obtained in no 
other organ. Everybody wants an Estey 
organ, and it isno wonder they do when the 
mode of their construction is known. The 
brass used in the reeds has to be so perfect 
that only one firm in the world has been able 
to make it of the proper tenacity and qual- 
ity. And noother organ company but the 
Estey make every part of an organ. It is a 
mistake that other companies claim to have 
the ‘celebrated Estey reeds,”’ for Mr. Fuller 
told me that no one could buy their reeds for 
love nor money. 

I have spoken of the thorough system of 
the Estey works. No factory of any kind in 
thiscountry is managed with such fine system, 
in my opinion. A well-equipped and organ- 
ized fire brigade, composed of men in the 
shops, have quarters in a special building in 
the rear of one of the eight main buildings, 
and twice every month are required to have 
adrill. Steam is kept up constantly, so that 
at a mament’s notice they are ready forduty. 
The company ov ns its own gas works, besides 
supplying gas for over one-half of Brattleboro. 
The yard for storing lumber is very neat and 
clean, and a system of railroad tracks makes 
the work of handling lumber very light—one 
man doing the labor of four. Mr. Fuller has 
invented a drying bouse, by which twenty- 
five car loads of lumber can be dried ina day. 
{tis unlike any other process yet invented, 
for, by a system of fans revolving at a high 
rate, the moisture or sap from the lumber 
placed in a heated room kept hot by steam 
pipes, is drawn out of the room and pours out 
in a constant stream froma pipe. This mois- 
tureis actually suckedout. Coming from this 
dry-house, this lumber is carried on the same 
cars on a circuit track to the saws and planes 
which cut it up into accurate measurements 
required for different parts of the organs. 
The buildings, eight of them, stand in a row, 
separated from each other by fifty feet, for 
protection in case of fire, are four stories high 
and covered all over, sides and roof, with 
slate. There are five other buildings in the 
rear of these, used for envine rooms, boiler 
rooms and storage and packing purposes. 

The Estey company is rather a family af- 
fair—the three owners being Mr. J. Estey, his 
son, Mr. Julius J. Estey. and Mr. Levi K. 
Fuller, son-in-law to Mr. J. Estey. The former 
overlooks the entire business, the son has 
charge of the office, while Mr. Fullerruns the 
factories. Of course, this latter ,is the most 
important part, and it is done well. Mr. 
Fuller has been a state senator, and young 
Mr. Estey is now at Montpelier, a member of 
the senate. The business has been madea 
profound study, and nothing has been left 
undone to make ita success. Indeed, it has 
been the one purpose of every member of the 
company to make a lasting monument of the 
organ industry, and they have succeeded be- 
yond their own hopes. The business is now 
crowded to its utmost, and it is impossible to 
keep up with orders. A night force is now 
en to catch up with the holiday orders. The 
Brattleboro house alone does over $1,000,000 
worth of business annually, exclusive of the 
other branches at Atlanta and elsewLere. 
Mr. Fuller. by the Way, revards the Atlanta 
agency as one of the very staunchest they 
have, and, while it did not pay at first, it is 
now yielding handsomely. Poor Charles 
Capwell, it will be remembered, commenced 
his Atlanta career with the [Estey company, 
but finally changed to the Smith American 
company, Where he was unfortunate and fled 
to the west. He is now in Dallas, Texas; has 
reformed kis ways, and is leading a most ex- 
emplary life. His wife, who was esteemed so 
highly in Atlanta, has joined him at Dallas 
and they ure now living happily together. 
Mr. Cady is held in high esteem by the Esteys 
and has proven a most valuable man. I was 
pleased to attest ‘115 popularity in Atlanta. 
One ofthe peculiarities of the Kstey system 
of employing labor is that they place men 
and women, practically, on the same footing. 
If a woman does work at ten cents an hour, a 
man doing the same work and doing it no 
beiter, is paid only ten cents an hour. 

Mr. Estey, senior, is regarded in Brattleboro 
as aman of great executive ability, and no 
man has a wider reputation in the state. He 
has often been spoken of for the office of gov 
ernor, but he deems his business a greater 
charge than state affairs, and the more than 
two thousand people dependent upon the or- 
gan works for daily bread seem to be enough 
for him to assume rulership over. Mr. Estey 
closely resembles Senator Joseph EK. Brown.

KEENE ON ACTORS. 


A REVIEW OF THE AMERICAN 
STAGE 


How the Taagedian Became an Actor—His Opinion 
of Rossi, Clara Morris, Mrs. Langtry and 
Other Stars of the Dramatic Constellation 
—The Great Hungarian Fiadler, 


The private life, personal opinions and charac- 
teristics of anv public manareof interest to the 
mass of the peop e. Especially is this true with the 
actor, and the life of few actors upon the American 
stage at the present time furnish more interesting 
matter lor comment than that of Thomas W. Keene, 
the tragedian. A reporter 
of this paper yesterday met the actor 
aud in the course of a hurried conversation 
gathered a few remarks which may be worth repro- 
duction. Keene was born in New York. His father 
was a journalist for many years, and died when 
the tragedian was quite alad. His fancy for the 
stage showed itselfwhen he wasquite young. He 
was placed ina commercial house in New York; at 
nights, however, after his day’s work had been com 
pleted he served as a ‘super’ in the old 
Bowery, where—the house was ‘chen under the man- 
agement of the late John Brongham—he laid the 
oundation of adramatic education which has 
borne such abundant fruit. His first appearance 
upon the stage in any prominent character, Was at 
Albany, New York, under the management of J. 
H. Hackett. The play was ‘‘King Henry IV,’’ and 
the actor who was to play Prince Hal was taken 
suddenly ill. This was Keene’s opportunity. He 
was better perfect inthe part. Noone else could be 
secured, and the manager with much reluctance, 
allowed the future tragedian togoon. He was suc- 
cessful and played the part for two weeks. 

His next appearance upon the stage occurred at 
Newark, N, J.. in 1866. From this time 
Keene rapidly rose in his profession. He was lead- 
ing actor at prominent New York, Boston, Cincin- 
natiand other theatres, andin.1870 he went to Eu- 
rope for @ year, W here he first touched the key note 
of his possibisities. The unexpected encourage- 
meut of the London, Manchester and Edinburg 
journals, of the late John Oxlaford, the late Tom 
Taylor, Henry Irving, the actor, and others, en- 
couraged the young man to higher ventures, He 
studied diligently. He visited Paris and spent 
sometime in the schools. Soon after 
his return to this country he went to 
San Francisco, where he became one of the most— 
if not the most—popular leading actor who ever ap- 
peared on the Pacific coast. Indeed, the mere an- 
nouncement of his name in the cast was suffi- 
cient toinsure a large audience During his en 
ygagement there, extending over several seasons, he 

luyed in every iine of dramatic business—-bur 
league, comedy, pantomime, melodrama and 
trageay. From California he went to 
Boston, where he created the part 
of Coupeau, in Charles Reade’s’ version of 
‘L’ Assommoir’’ and made a profound impressiion 
From this to leading tragedy roles was buta 8tep. 
When he did appearin October ‘S80, as a tragedian 
his name had become so widely and favorably 
known that he found the public eager to come to 
toseehim. He was popular before he appeared in 
the great Shakspearean characters. He had risen 
to the starring point step by step, and from the day 
of his opening until now he hus been received 
everywhere by enormous audiences. 

“Not only,’’ said Mr Keene speaking of his 
career’ is it exceedingly gratifying to have been r 
ceived = as I have been b\ the public 
hit the kindness and toleration wit! 
which the gentlemen of the press throughout 
the country have viewed my earlier work is some 
hing for which I can never be grateful enough. No

vantage of Modiaa’s corstructionu, the greatest

DISPUTED EBLECTION MATTERS. 


‘i he Richmond Regt«tration— he North Carolina Ke- 
turne—Frauds in New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, December 2.—A brief has been 
prepared on the law and facts in the case of the 
congressional election from the third district, by 
Messrs. A. H. Leonard, W. Satty and W. B. Maer- 
chant, in which it is maintained, first, thet congress 
is .he exclusive judge of the qualifications of its 
members. and the governor of the state caunot in- 
quire into er pass on the question of the eligibility 
of a cat didate elected to the house of representa- 
tives. Second, that the election laws of Louisiana 
do not authorize the govervor of the state to do 
anything more than compile the returns of elections 
transmitted from the various parishes, and thus 
ascertain the number of votes cast, as shown by the 
returns, and certify the result. Third, that Kel 
logg was, at the time ol his election, an inhabitant, 
a resident and a ci'izen of the parish of lberia. in 
the third congressional district of Louisiana. 
Fourth, that any inhabitant of the state is 
eligible to represent in congress any district 
of the state. Fifth, that Kellogg resided perma- 
nently in New Orl- ais from 1865 to 1868, was then 
elected to and served four years in the United 
States senate aud resigning his seatin the senate 
b came a candidate for and was elected governor 
ef Louisiana.

WRECKED ON WOLF ISLAND. 


The Sufferings of the Crow of the Wearmoath, Near. 
ly allef Whom were Lost. 

HALIFAX, N. S., December 2.—Robert Hutchin- 
son, the chief engineerand oniy surviving officer 
of the wrecked steamship Wearmoutb, who arrived 
here with the other four survivors, makes the fol- 
lowing statement of thy disaster. He says the 
steamship, cgmmanded by Evan Evans, and laden 
with phosphate, sailed from Montreal the 3d in- 
stand for London. She had fine, clear weather 
until the 19th, at 7 o’clock, the morning of which 
day Cape Rozier was passed. Then a gale and asnow 
storm came up, and the steamship went ashore. 


The whole crew took shelterin the houses above 
deck. About 2a. m. the seas, which all the time 
had been sweeping over the deck, broke in front of 
the chart room and drove those who had sheltered 
themselves there into the sail room on the bridge. 
Two hours afterward atremendous wave swept 
across the ship, carrying away ihe galley and com- 
pelling the whole twenty men on board to seek pro- 
tectiof in the sail room. Between 4 0’clock and 
daylight the hatches were torn by the furious gale 
from their fastenings and carried away, and the 
contents of the hold were placed at the mercy of 
the waves. 

At daybreak the steamer was seen to be fast 
breaking in two, just forward of the bridge, and 
before being abandoned, the forward portion broke 
offand went to pieces. The vessel coniinued to 

itch about, and her bottom was eviacently being 
astbrokenin. Just before 11 o’clock the upper 
bridge, on which the wheel was situated began to 
break away, and the pieces to fall on those in the 
sail room underneath. The captain gave orders to 
make ready the boats, and ali hands started out «on 
deck. Thechief engineer secured a life preserver 
and descended to the deck. Here he found all 
handsexcept the captain and the second mate, 
in the starboard lifeboat. He obseryed the 
captain trying to lower his jollybouat, and went to 
his assistance, foliow: d by the second mat On 
getting in they found that the boat containea three 


oars, two broken and useless, and the other spli 


The captain, who was afraid the jollyboat wo 


getcaughtin the fracture in the almost parted 
stern and be crushed, cried out to catch cars and 
shove her off. The next moment the three men 
were being tossed about the raging sea. The Cap- 
tain in the boat took the only usefuloar and tried 
to scuil the boat, having its head to the sea; the 
second mate and the engineer bailing it out. 

Two mountainous breakers were safely passed ov 
er by the light boat, but the third caughtitas if it 
were a feather and knocked it broadside tothe sea, 
and the fourth swamped the boat and sentits three 
occupants out of sight. When the engineer rose 
to the surface he could not see his companions, and 
Striking outfor land, succeeded in reaching it, 
very mich exhausted. When he hadattained a 
place of safety he observed another man (McLach- 
land, the boatswain), whoalso gained the shore. 
Both proceeded to the nearest house, where two 
othermen—John Towasend and John Martin, sea- 
Inen—joined them. 

The house was the station of a telegraph operator, 
who returned toit in the evening, and from him 
Hutchinson learned that the Wearmouth had 
struck on Wolf Island, about twenty miles long, 
anda mile east of Point du Loup. McLachland 
told the engineer that after the captain had left, 
while all were attempting to clear the lifebo+t from 
its davits, one man cut the painter and tack'e with 
anax and caused the boat to swing on board and 
strike the boat-chocks. The result was that it cap- 
sized, threw its seventeen occupants into the water, 
aud tumbled in itself, bottom up. The scene which 
ensued as each one tried to catcn hold of the near- 
est companion in his struggle for life, thus prevent- 
ing almost all from making successtul efforts, 
and their final disappearance, oue by one, be- 
neath ‘he water, was heartrending. Mc- 
Lachland, Townseud, and Martin managed to steer 
clear of those about them and Swam for the shore. 
Before they started a Frenchman arrived at the 
house, accompanied by one of the steamer fire- 
man’s mates named Magro, who, after gaining 
the land. had spent the night in the bushes, and 
was in a very weak state from exposure and hun- 
ger, Leaving him behind te rest, Hutchinson and 
the mates made a thorough search through the lum- 
ber now washed ashore and sirewn oVes the beach 
and through the bushes, but failed to discover any 
traces of the remaining members of the crew.

After studying the situation carefu!ly they 
determined to devoteitentirely to stock-farming, 
and to raise only the very best of stock. In pur. 
suance ofthis plan they bought Major Cox's full 
herd, making the largest purchase of Jerseys 
ever made in the south. Every member of the 
herd was registered,and were selected by Major Cox 
with the care and liberality of a man who knows 
the best and has the money to pay forit. Immedi- 
ately after the purchase, Mr. Hill removed the herd 
to Coweta county.

is now graced with over 5U: Jerseys of the very purest 
strain, the original herd having bren replenished 
by purchases of lots of choice animals wherever 
they could be found. Beside the Jerseys there isa 
herd of about 40 grade cattle, which the Messrs. 
Hill are going to dispose of. They have 200 acres 
down in cloverand grass and are increasing the 
pasturage annually. They raise about 150 bales of 
cotton, but are reducing this annually so asto give 
more ground to grass and clover. Asfinea stand 
of clover has been secured on thisfarm as was ever 
seen in Kentucky.

Five 
years ago the same herd would not have made an 
average of $200 a head. This fairly represents the 
appreciation of Jerseys. The little fellows grow in 
favor everywhere they are introduced. and no- 
where dothey thrive better than in the sunny 
meadows of Georgia.’’ 

Mr. Hill and his brother are rapidly bringing 
White Oak farm to the highest culture and system 
They are increasing their pasturage, enlarging their 
herd, enriching their land, improving their build- 
ings and implements, and making a farm that 
would be an ornament if set amid the richest val- 
lies of central New York. Such a farm is an in- 
spiration and an education to all who visit it. 


A SOUTHERN SILO. 


The First Ensilage Pit Ever Made in Georgia—Hew 
it Works. 

Mr, A. J. Orme, who has a dairy farm near th? 
city, is now feeding his cows from perhaps the first 
silo built in Georgia. 

A siloisa pit in which corn stalks, pea vines, 
grasses, orany green stuff that cattle feed on, is 
stored air tight, and kevt over for winter use. When 
opened in December, the vines are assucculent and 
toothsome as when they were pulled in August. 

“It is,’’ said Mr. Orme, ‘‘just the same process as 
canning tomatoes or peasin the summer for table 
use in the winter, except that the process is very 
much cheaper. I take fifty tons of pea vinesin 
September, pitch them into my silo, hermetically 
sealthem up, and in December I open, as you 
would acan of tomatoes, and feed them te my 
cows.”’ 

‘Has the experiment proved a success ?’’ 

‘In the north and westit has quite revolutionized 
things in the past few years. My own experience is 
limited, but satisfactory. I packed forty-five tons 
of pea-vinesin my silo, in the summer 
ita few weeks ago and found the forage in admira- 
ble order. When .a pail of itis brought to where 
my cows are feeding they quit anything else they 
are eating and hurry tothis. They are extremely 
fond of it.’’ 

“Is ita healthy food?’’ 

‘Perfectly. Itis good milk-producing food, and 
the butterI make is yellow, sweet and firm, and 
brings fifty cents in this market. I am feeding sev- 
enteen cows on it, and am more than satisfied so 
far.”’ 

‘How came you to make the silo”’ 

“T brought outa Connecticut farmer to fun my 
farm. He had seen these silos in use, and insisted 
that I should try one. He was so positive about it 
that I finally agreed, I built one with @ capacity 
of 205 tons, but was so late thatI hardly got it one 
fourth full this year. In a short time I will take 
you outto look atit, and we will then know exact- 
ly what it costand whatitis doing. Itisaveryin 
teresiing expenment.’’

draw the contrast the wrong way. Nobody is 
poor who has all the necessaries and most of 
the comforts of life. Of course, it takes more 
to do some folks than others, according to 
their raising.

It is as hard to 
keep up with its demands as it is fur a church 
to raise money enough to pay the preacher's 
Salary. Society is a blessing, but too muchof 
it is a curse. Folks visit too much in the 
towns and cities, and they know it. The geod 
lady looks over her memorandum and says 
wiih asigh, ‘‘I ve got fourteen calls to make 
this af ernoon.’’ When she comes bome that 
night she says, ‘‘Oh, [ was so lucky! Out of 
fourteen th<re were only six at home, and | 
had nothing to dv but leave my cards.’’ Her 
little daughter replied, ‘** Well, mamma, you 
had four callers \ hile you were gone, and as 
they handed in their cards I saw them 
through the window, and they looked like 
they were glad, too.”’

The following interesting decision was made by 
Judge McCay in the case of Leonard B Folsom vs.

and is of so much interest to the public that we 
give itentire.

L. B. Folsom vs. Continental National Bank, New 
York, ©. Walluce, Security. Motion to remand. 
The Continental National bank, of New York. 

sued out an atiaahment, in the state courts vs. Fol- 

som anda gave Wallace as security on the attaca- 
ment bond. 

This is a suit brought on the bond by Folsom vs. 
the bank and Wallace in the state eourts. 

The bank. as a citizen of the state of New York, 


filed a petition for the removal of the cauye to this ! 


| court, setting up that in the cause there is no 


controversy whatever between it and Folsom. That 
Wallace, a citizen of Georgia, is merely a nominal 
party and that Fol-om isacitizen of Georgia. The 
court refused to pass the order for removal. 

The petitioner, nevertheless, filed papers in this 
court,and now Folsom sues to remaud the Cause 
to the state court. 

The latest case on thia subject that has been re- 
po~ted is Hyde vs Kuble, 104 U. S. 408. 

That was a suiton what was allegedtobea part- 
nershipcontract of bailment. Certain ef the al- 
leged, partners, :were citizens of another state, not 
only trom plaintiff, but from Ruble. the resident 
defendant, and they had filed-a plea that they were 
not partners and thatthe contact had been yer- 
formed. They moved the removal‘of the cause 

The court, (the chief justice delivering the cpin- 
ion) decided that the 2d cause of sec'ion 659 of 
revised statuesis repealed by the act of 1875. 

The court futher decided that under the 
21 clanse of .the 2d section cf the act of 1575, to 
make the commission :emovable in a case where 
all the parties on one side were not citizens 
of a different staté from the parties on the other 
side, there must exist inthe suita separate and 
distine cause of action, in respect to which «11 the 
necessary parties on one sideuare citizens of different 
states from hose on the other. 

This is asuit on a bund—a joint bond. Thep ain. 
tiff claimsa right toall the obligors on the bondf 
He has a perfect rizht to do this—tnis is his cause ot 
action. I: is not eugeinst tbe bark, por Wallace, bu 
itis agaist both. kvenif the bond were sound as 
well as joint, the plaintiff would have a right to 
treat it and sue on it asa joint bond. And this he 
hasdone. The cause in 104 United states is much 
stronger than this. Then on this question of part 
nership the controversy might be fairly seid to be a 
separate one, but thecourt refused the petition for 
removal, becanse the plaintiffs complaint in cause 
of action was joint. 

Here, there is no separate question to the plain- 
tiff The parties are bound jointly, or not 
atall. What would be a good defense for one 
would be good for the other.
